London, Feb. 21 — (UP) —The 


British admiralty said today that 
the 'ghost ship" found abandoned 
and drifting in the Mediterranean 
yesterday by an American destroy- 
er is the former British army auci- 
liary Imperia.

The vessel was turned over to the 


admiralty last month for disposal. 
It was sold to a 
Greek 
citizen 


named Zassilios Zacharis. 


But the admiralty had no clue to 


the mystery of what happened to 
the crew of the vessel or why it 
should have been abandoned. The 
American 
destroyer 
MacKenzie 


•came across the Imperia 30 miles 
north of Tripoli, North Africa, in 
a glassy sea. 


A boarding party from the Mac- 


Kenzdie found the yacht dtserted. 
The destroyer towed it to Tripoli. 
A brief message said the imperia 
was reported to have left Tripoli 
on a 200-mile voyage to Malta, 
British Mediterranean naval base 
north of Tripoli. 


The U.S. navy in London said 


that salvage rights 
of American 


sailors on the MacKenzie still were 
not clear. A spokesman recalled 
thai the American cruiser Omaha 
during the war picked up an aban- 
doned Germany ship and salvage 
rights in that case still have not 
been settled.

With the conflict of the isms in 


Europe largely settled down to a 
tiolding operation, the weight 
of 


strife is shifting to the Far East- 
ern theatre of our two-front war. 


In the long run the outcome of 


the fight between communism and 
democracy may depend largely on 
what happens in that vast Asiatic 
area which houses something more 
than half the 
population of 
the 


world. 


The big question of the moment 


is what aid the nations of south 
East Asia are likely to get from 
the West to enable them to stand up 
against the great Communist offen- 
sive which already has 
overrun 


China militarily. When we talk of 
Western aid we of 
course 
have 


Uncle Sam in mind. Most of 
the 


load is on his shoulders. 


Recommendations for American 


aid, made by the recent conference 


of men and so needs no soldiers 
from China. 


One of the most important points 


to come out of the Bangkok con- 
ference is the decision that the po- 
sition of the south Korean republic 
is serious. Northern Korea is un- 
der Russian domination and 
has 


been trying to engineer a Com- 
munist r e v 1 u tion in southern 
Korea. 


Should southern Korea go Com- 


munist it would create 
a grave 


threat to Japan, which is Ameri- 
ca's chief base in the Orient. In 
this connection it should not be 
forgotten that Russia's control of 
Korea was one of the chief causes 
of the 
Russo-Japanese 
war 
of 


1944-5. Why? Because Nippon re- 
garded the Korean peninsula as "a 
dagger pointed at her heart." In 
short, Korea is of great strategic 
importance.

clusion that the Chinese Commu- 
nists weren't likely to invade hotly 
disputed 
Indochina 
but 
instead 


would supply the Red rebels in In 


lism a powerful persuader to hold 
over the small nations of 
south- 


east Asia. These 
little 
countries 


are fearful that they will be swal- 
lowed by the Chinese dragon. 


Among those small states which 


are worried, and with good rea- 
son, 
are Tibet, the tiny neighbor- 


ing kingdom of Nepal. Burma, In- 
dochina and southern Korea. As in 
the case of Indochina, their dan- 
sjur doesn't 
necessarily 
rest in 


Communist military invasion, 
but 


in Red revolutions within their own 
borders, backed by Communist aid 
from China and Russia. 


So the Western democracies have 


a tough hurdle to jump in the Chi- 
nese Communist military success, 
coupled with that thirty year trea- 
ty which ostensibly grants sweep- 
ing concessions to the Chinese.

Just answer the questions on the 


form and send it to the internal 
revenue collector. Don't send any 
money with it. He'll figure your 
tax for you. 


If he finds you owe any money, 


he'll notify you. You have 30 days 
after he notifies you to pay up. 
If he finds you have a refund due 
because too much tax was with- 
held from you. He'll send it 
to 


you. 


Do you have any doubts whether 


you can use form 1040-A? This is 
the rule for using it: 


Your total income in 1949 must 


have been under $5,000 and all of 
it—except for no more than $100 
untaxed income in wages, interest 
or dividends — must have been 
in wages or salary from which full 
tax was withheld during the year. 


If you don't fit that rule, even 


though your income was less than 
$5,000, you can't use form 1040-A 
You can use the 1040 short form 
where you find your own tax in 
a table on the back. 


If you income was 
$5,000 
or 


more, no matter what kind of in- 
come, you can't use either form 
1040-A or the 1040 short form. You 
can use only the 1040 long form 
and figure your own tax- 
Example: You had $4,000.99 total 


income. All but $100 of it had been
